Perhaps 1935 marks the 
155th anniversary of the per¬ 
manent settlement of the Green 
Bank community. 

From an early period, edu¬ 
cation of the higher and lower 
grades attracted the attention 
of the early settlers of the com 
munity and a line of pay schools 
were established throughout 
the community which provid 
ed everyone an opportunity to 
the royal road of learning and 
thereby, nearly every person 
had a chance to learn to read 
and write.
